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Gossip about Sitting Bull. 

New York, Sept. 7.— The "World's" 
correspondent ut Fort Walsh, British 
Columbia, lias tho following about 
Bitting Bull: In a conversation after 
dinner with one of tho police officers 
tho otter day ho Baid he was a native 
of Fort Garry, and an alumnus of bt. 
John's college. " These statements ho 
himself afterwards confirmed. Several 
old traders who haw had a look at 
him declare they remember him well 
as Charlie Jacobs, a half-breed, who tit- 
tended college in its infanoy thirty 
years ago. This young Jacobs was of 
Objibway, and was a remarkably in- 
telligent lad with au ambition to be- 
come' a "Big Injun." Ho disappeared 
from Fort Garry about 1S53. When 
asked by the police officer if lie recol- 
lected anything about Fon Gurry, 
Sitting Bull laughed heartily, and said 
he know tho principal people there, 
among others Donald A. Smith, the 
Hudson Bay factor, James Suther- 
land and Father Vary, now missionary 
at the Sault. He was also well ac- 
• quainted with the late James Boss, 
chief Justice of the Reil, Lubiuo gov- 
ernment in 1869-70. Indeed, he says 
they were boys together. Ross wus a 
half breed who, after graduating at 
St. John's college, went to Toronto 
University where ho was a gold medal- 
ist. Sitting Bull says his father,Henry 
Jacobs, was at ono lime employed as 
interpreter by Father Frouix.on Man- 
itobin island) but whether ho is dead 
or not he does not know. Sitting Bull 
is thoroughly familiar with French and 
English, and several Indian languages. 
Hf/is about 42 or 43 years of ago, a 
medium sized alttaetic built man of no 
distinguished traits, beyond those al- 
ways found in a half brood. Ho is au 
excellent conversationalist, and will 
talk on every subject but his plans for 
the future. 

The correspondent says further that 
Sitting Bull is in British territory, and 
he knows all about ttie movements for 
extraditing him, and that it cannot be 
done. Ho al*o knows about the com- 
mission to moot him, and says ho will 
accede. 

At tho late Middlesex session in 
London, a man was charged with hav- 
ing stolen a loaf of bread. The prose- 
cutor said while delivering bread, the 
prisoner stole a loaf from the barrow. 
—Tho jury found him guilty— Mr. 
Sergeant Cox sympathised with him 
sentenced him only three months with 
hard labor. The prisoner asked the 
Judge if he thought that was mercy. 

He thought thai, it was a lot too 

much for all that ho had done— a poor 
fellow who was starving.— The jailor 
then removed the prisoner from the 
dock, and ho descended a step or two 
towaids tho cells when ho suddenly 
slipped off a shoo, and throw it in tho 
direction of the Bench. It missed its 
mark, passed closely to the face of Mr. 
Warner Sleigh, and struck that learn- 
ed counsel a smart blow on the arm. 
Mr. Sergeat Cox nske 1 Mr. Warner 
Sleigh if he was hurt Mr. Warner 
Sleigh said be was nol ; that it was not 
altogether new to him in that partic- 
ular court, as bo had seen the same 
sort of thing done to the judge 'before. 
Mr. Sergeant Cox said it might have 
been serious. Mr. W. Sleigh said it 
might, but he should be content to 
regard it as a lucky slipper. Tho pris- 
oner was then passed down to tho 
cells, and no other puuishment was 
awarded in consequence of tho com- 
mission of his fresh offence.

A Scene in the Balkans. 

I found in a remote suburb of tho 
town a number of Bulgarians who had 
crept back from the mountains, hoping 
to get away in tho truin under the pro- 
tection of the regulars. Thoro were 
twelve men, thirty-three women and 
nineteen children, all in tho most 
painful state of starvation and misery, 
having had nothing to eat but a few 
Bcraps of bread since Sunday last. 
Some of the poor women were com- 
pletely worn out, and the little children 
looked like scare-crows. As we have 
had two days of incessant rain there 
neods no comment on the state of 
misery in which I found them. There 
was no guard placed over them — in- 
deed, the General had not boon in- 
formed of their arrival — so I reassured 
them by remaining with them when 
tho rest of tho party went off to find 
Raouf Pasha, who kindly sent a guard 
It was a painful two hours I spent in 
that farm yard, surrounded by over 
sixty unfortunate half-starving people 
all lying about tho ground in every at- 
titude of weariness, tho strong, bright 
moonlight making their pinched faces 
look more wretched and wayworn than 
ever. Whon tho guard arrived I 
started off for the camp, lost my way 
in the town, and was surrounded by 
a pack of huge dogs that are to bo 
found in Bulgarian villages, and it was 
only with tho aid of a large stake I 
pulled out of a fence I could keep them 
off. They have become more ferocious 
than ever by eating the dead. I had 
no pistol with mo, unfortunately, so I 
had to keep my stake whirling around 
mo in circle, but they accompanied 
me all through my ramble, quito con- 
fusing me as to where I was going. 
But I found my way again by suddenly 
coming on tho bodies of three men we 
had unearthed in the trench in tho 
street called Osmana, and horrid as 
they looked, with the moonlight 
streaming clown on their ghastly re- 
mains, I was very glad to see them as 
I remembered the road by which we 
came to find them. Moreover they 
drew off the attention of the dogs, and 
as I looked back I saw a sight not to 
bo forgotten, and too horrid to do- 
scribe. — " War Correspondence."

THE BATTLE OF PLEVNA. 

Wo have a dispatch from London of 
Inst evening. There lias aboon no re- 
liable uewa from Plevna since Saturday, 
boyonil the facts that a buttlo was raging 
on that day and that tho finul assault was 
arranged for Sunday, tho day tho dispatch 
to the Manchester Examiner stated that 
Plevna was taken. Yestorday wo pointed 
out faots that seemed to render tho 
Examiner's dispatch unreliable, aud later 
tolegiauia confirm the suspicion then ex- 
pressed. It is evident now that the with- 
drawal of the Turks from Lovatz was done 
to shorten their line at Plevna and render 
tho armies posted for the defenco of that 
pluco inoro compact and easier bandied. 
Decisive news may bo looked for at any 
moment. , 

A GLOOMY FORECAST. 

If the gloomy forebodings of a writer 
in tho London Spectator are to bo credit- 
ed Great Britain has already entered up- 
on an 3ra of decline. Tf tho writer is uot 
a constitutional roaker, tho Mother 
Oountry has passed tbe meridian of her 
Bplendor and gre&»uess and her great- 
ness lias already begun to wane. Prom 
boingtbo most populous and progressive 
aud wealthiest Power sho is about to be- 
come one of the weakest and poorest— to 
part with tho thront.to lose her commoreo 
aud manufactures, and hor "ambitious 
and energetic" people^, aud to sink into 
the insignificant statvs occupied by Switz- 
erland. The writer is "certified as one 
of thoriirewdost and ablest men of the 
day;" which may be true enough; yet ho 
may ho a false prophet and a very indif- 
ferent forcaster of events. Tho article 
was deemed of sufficient i mportance to bo 
cabled to the American press; which fact, 
however, is not advanced to strengthen 
thewritor's arguments and predictions. 
Any speech or article that would seem to 
foreshadow tho downfall of England is 
read with avidity in the United States, 
and the significance of tho present article 
is not increased by tho publicity which 
tho tolegraph has given it on this side of 
the Atlantic. The Spectator is a high- 
olasa liboral weekly; it is intensely free- 
trade, and it would resist with all its 
strength aud influenco tho imposition of 
a protective tariff on foreign goods. Its 
panacea for tho evils which it 6ays beset 
tho kingdom "is tho disoovery of some 
new industry to replace those alroady wan- 
ing." But would it not bo better to make 
an effort to preserve industries that now 
exist in place of casting about for a 
"new" one? If iron and coal mines will 
be shut up as the tin mines of Cornwall 
were shut up six years ago; if fires in for- 
ges will be blown out; if ships will bo 
laid up to rot, and so forth, has it not 
become the duty of British statesmen to 
provide means to avert the impending 
disaster? A few weeks sinco, on the au- 
thority of a London journal, we statod 
that American cottons aro superseding 
British, cottons in tho English market; 
that locomotives for English railways are 
built cheaper in Belgium than in Eng- 
land; that tin is imported from abroad at 
so low a figuro that the Cornis^i mines 
have been sbut down; and that in many 
other articles for the production of which 
England formerly had a monopoly, fore- 
ign competition is supplanting native 
production in tho homo market! Tho ro- 
suit is very natural. The factories, being 
undersold, are forced to discharge their 
operatives, and tho mines, unable to dis- 
pose of their products, must follow suit. 
John Bull goes off to India and the Colo- 
nies to find a market for fabrics that aro 
crowded out of his own markets by the 
fabrics of a foreign people, Olearly.then, 
it must follow that if he can bo shut out 
of English markets, he cannot long con- 
tinue to onjoy the foreign trado. The 
goods that drive his goods from the homo 
will ultimately drivo thorn from tho fore- 
ign markets. A partial remedy is in 
Britain's own hands, if tho near future 
of tlio country 18 as dismal as tho Specta- 
tor insists, there must speedily come a 
great and sweeping change in tho fiscal 
policy of the nation, for at tho very timo 
that American goods aro admitted free of 
duty to British ports to undersoi British 
goods, tlio latter are met at American 
ports with a prohibitive duty. No won- 
der tbut times aro dull in England, and 
that the prospect is so Rloomy as to seem 
to threaten the existence of tho nation, 
Tho Inglisb people are actually giving 
everything away and receiving nothing in 
return.

THE FISHERIES COMMISSION. 



The Commissioners Unable to Make au 
Award. 

(Eioluslvo Ulspatcli to the Colonial.) 

Halifax, Sopt. 9 — Tlio Fishery Coin- 
mission, it is understood, gave a decision 
yesterday, previous to adjournment, which 
completely destroys tho idea that the 
"Washington Treaty put an end to all dis- 
putes relative to tho North American 
fisherios. If tho report is correct, and it 
seems to be well founded, tho oounsol 
acting for tho United Statos asked tho 
Commissioners to rule that tho Commis- 
sion don't consider it within their pro- 
vince to award compensation, or take into 
consideration the advantage to American 
flshermon in British wators of 
transhipping cargoes or buying bait, ice 
and supplies. Two days wero spent over 
argument of the question. Tho counsel 
for Great Britain took strong grounds 
against the propositions. A largo portion 
of the British caso was devoted to point- 
ing out the advantages to American fish- 
ermen of being in a position to purchase 
bait and supplies. The claims for largo 
compensation being founded thereon tho 
American counsel contended that tho 
Washington Treaty gave no such privi- 
lege to fishermen, and tho present Com- 
mission should not take them into con- 
sideration. The idoa of the Americans 
seems to bo that a largo number of our 
people being interested in trade with tho 
American fishermen will prevent tho Do- 
minion Government from interfering with 
the latter if (hoy can, under present laws, 
or introducing now legislation for such 
purpose. The Commissioners gave a 
unanimous decision that they wero incom- 
petent to award compensation for tran- 
shipment of cargoes in British waters or 
for the purchaso of ice, bait and supplies.

After the ceromouy 
tho wedding party were driven to the Pa- 
villion Rink where they received tho 
hearty congratulations of about 200 ladies 
and gentlemen who had assembled to 
greot and wish them bon voyage, in 
tho new career in which they had embark- 
ed. The beautiful hall was brilliantly 
illuminated with gas burners, and fsstoou- 
od with lhigs. In tbo centre of tho rink a 
fountain sent up cuoling jots of water.

tivo membors. Tho apparatus in possess- 
ion of tho diilbreat companies consists of 
two steam engines, two hand engines, 
four hose carts, ono hook and ladder 
truck with tho necessary equipments, one 
bucket truck carrying thirteen buckets, 
and ono Babcock tire oxtinguisher; one 
thousand feet of carbolizodhoso, Canadian 
manufacture, in good condition ;ono thou- 
sand and lifty feot of carbolized hoso, 
American manufacture, which has been 
in sorvico for some time and is now un- 
able to withstand tho pressure from tbo 
steam engines, but will still bo of sorvico 
a short tinio longor by usiug it only with 
tfio baud engines; ono thousand one hun- 
dred lifty foot of leather hoso in good 
condition which can bo used when an or- 
dinary amount of pressuro only is requir- 
ed; and three hundred and fifty feet of 
leather hoso which has boon condemned. 
Tho whole property is distributed amongst 
tho different companies as follows: 

Deluge Engine Co. No. 1, has a comple- 
ment of sixty-live officers and men. Tho 
apparatus in their possession consists of? 
ono steam engine, ono hand engine, two 
hoso carts carrying seven hundred and 
fifty feet of hoso. Tho company has also 
four hundred feet of leather hoso in re- 
servo. 

Tiger Engine Co. No. 2, has a comple- 
ment of sixty-five officers and men. Tho 
apparatus in their possession consists of 
one steam engine, ono hand ongiuo, two 
hoso carts carrying sovon hundred and 
fifty feet of oarbohzed hose. They have 
also four hundred feet of spare leather 
hose. Tho balance of spare hose is kopt 
in the houso of tho Union Hook and Lad- 
der Co. 

Union Hook tC Ladder Co. No. 1, has a 
complement of sixty-five officers and mon, 
Tho apparatus in their possession consists 
of ono truck carrying four ladders, seven 
hooks, eight axes, ono crowbar, two saws, 
and two tormentors. This company has 
spare ladders, etc., and one extension lad- 
dor, ono bucket truck carrying thirteen 
buckets, and ono Babcock liro oxtinguish- 
er. 

HOUSES. 

Tho substantial houso now being erect- 
ed by the Department on Yates street, for 
tho use of tho Deluge Engine Co. No. 1, 
will supply a want which has long beon 
needed. 

The Union Hook and Ladder Co. occu- 
pies a two story frame building on Gov- 
ernment street, the upper jiart of which 
is fitted up for tho use of tho Board of 
Delegates and tho different companies and 
is in good repair. This house is depart- 
ment property though on ground of which 
the department has but a short lease. 

The Tigor Engino Co. No. 2, occupies a 
one story frame building on Johnson 
stroet which is in bad ropair.it boing built 
about sixteon years ago, and being built 
over a ravine most of tho building stands 
about twenty feet high on trestle work 
which is in a state of decay under tho 
ground. This house will require n new 
foundation or considerable repairs before 
tho wintor sets in, the foundation not 
being consicrcd safe to carry tho woight 
of tbo engines travelling in and out. I 
would strongly recommend that your hon- 
orablo body assist the department in se- 
curing the property on which this house 
stands so that a foundation may bo built un - 
dor tho presont houso that would carry a 
substantial building when tho department 
is ablo to build. 

CISTERNS AND WATER BUFI'LY. 

The cisterns, nine in number, are in 
good condition and in most cases have as 
large a supply of water as tho size of tho 
pipes ulong tho different streets will ad- 
mit of, but tho pipes are too small to koep 
tho engines supplied any length of time; 
the wator mains laid in tho north and eas- 
tern portions of tho city aro too small 
for hydrants to bo of any service, there- 
fore, in order to mako tho department ef- 
ficient in these localities cisterns will 
have to be constructed. I would urge 
that 3 our honorable body have ono com- 
menced at once, on Government street at 
the intersection of Fisgard street, there- 
by enabling tho department to better jn-o- 
tect a largo amount of property, where at 
tho presont timo the fire engines would be 
of little service on account of tbo scarcity 
of water. Tho southorn portion of the 
city known as Jamos Bay is entirely unpro- 
tected having no place where tho onginos 
could got a supply of water, tho recom- 
mendations in my last report not having 
been acted upon. I would also suggest 
that a small pipe be laid on tho three 
wharves to the fresh water tanks for uso 
of the steam engines, as at present they 
have to be filled by water-carts which is 
expensive -to the department and inconve- 
nient. 

HYDRANTS. 

Tho two hydrants now being placed in 
position on Douglas street will bo a great 
protection to property in thoir vicinity. I 
had hoped before this to seo hydrants in 
position all along the Douglas stroet 
main, but your huiiomblo body only or- 
dered two as a trial, which have been 
such a long timo in course of construe-' 
tion that I have beon unable to commu- 
nicate with you further on the mattor.but 
I would strongly rocommend that six or 
eight more be orderod, as without them 
tho property east of Douglas street has 
little or no protection in case of firo. I 
would also recommend that tho small hy- 
drants on Yates street bo taken up and 
tho cisterns supplied direct from (he pipe, 
and tho hydrants placed on Fort street 
whero a four inch main is laid. In con- 
clusion I have much pleasure in slating 
that tbo department is in tho uighestatate 
of efficiency, and also that through tho 
kindness of Mr. Innes, Naval storekeeper 
at Esquimalt, 1 have boon ablo to secure 
the services of tho Naval steam tire engino 
in cases of emergency and in order to 
mako tho arrangements as complete as 
possible, I have exchanged a coupling 
with them, so that thoir hoso can be at- 
tacked to ours and vico versa. 1 also hin- 
der my thanks to tho gentlemen of the 
City Couuoil and Board of Delegates for 
thoir courtesy; to tho officers and mem- 
bers of the Department for tho able man- 
ner in which they have performed their 
duties; and to tho Polico for thoir aid at 
all timos.

EUROPE. 

Chicago, Sept.|8. — Tho "Tribune's" 
Loudon special says: Semi-official 
German papers declare tho policy of 
Germany consists just now in pushing 
pence negotiations in a disinterested 
and unspeoulative manner j tho policy 
of England is to put au end to hostili- 
ties as soon as possible, without refer- 
ence to conditions, which iB anything 
but a disinterested desire, Bhico she 
only care's to advance her own commer- 
cial interests which are in a languishing 
condition. At the Russian headquarters 
it is stated that no overture for peace 
will bo listened to until after some 
overwhelming victory, when tho Czar 
can dictate his own conditions. Tho 
Russians are determined to fight to tbo 
last and tho Czar has recontly declared 
that he will return to Russia either 
doad or victorious. Rumors of inter- 
vention circulated in tho early part of 
the week have drawn forth idontical 
answers from tho Cabinets at London, 
Borlin andVieuua that the timo has not 
yet arrived. It is felt that since for 
tho sottleuiont of tho eastern question 
tho sword has boon appealed to,a solu- 
tion, if not final at least of some 
duration, can only bo arrived at by tho 
superiority of ouo or tho other of the 
contesting parties, or else by the 
thorough oxhaustion of both and tho 
conviction brought homo to both that 
neither of them is ablo to solve the 
problem by sheer force. Any prema- 
tura attempt could only lead to a 
hollow peace and tho misfortune of 
seeing tho struggle renewed aftor a 
comparatively short time. Tho tre- 
mendous sacrifice of life aud property 
already mado would not havo advanced 
the solution one step. 

London, Sopt. S. — A special from 
Belgrade says that in diplomatic circles 
it is reported the German counsel- 
general confesses very often with 
Prince Milan. It is asserted that Ger- 
many entirely approves of Servians 
participation in the war and is prepared 
to guarautoo tho statu quoin the evont 
of,dofoat. Italy seems to be going 
with Germany. Austria still keeps a 
position of strict reserve. 

A telegram from Rome denies that 
Italy would approve of Servia's entry 
into war, The Italian government 
continues 10 counsel Servia to bo pru- 
dent. 

London, Sept. 9.— A correspondent 
at Berlin telegraphs that trustworthy 
advices from Bulgaria stato that as 
soon as operations at Plevna are de- 
cided either by victory or defeat the 
Czar, Czarowitch and Grand Duke 
Valdimir will return to St. Petersburg, 
Grand Dukes Nicholas and Alexis 
and tho Prince of Leuchtouberg re- 
maining at the seat of war.

Paris, Sopt. 10. — A telegram from Con- 
stantino])]!", reports that tho wholo of Su- 
lieman Pasha's army has passed north of 
lhf> Balkans. 

London, Sept. 10. — A special from Ad- 
rianoplo says largo forces aro passing hero 
to tako up a position betwoou tho Sofia 
and Servian frontier, 

Constantinople, Sept. 10. — Gorman 
and French ambassadors have presented 
remonstrances to tho Porto against thero- 
leaso of persons condemned to 5' years pe- 
nal servitude for tho murder of German 
nnd Frenoh consuls at Salonaca. Tbo 
French note demands that tho sentences 
bo carried out. Tho German noto declares 
that continuance of tho present aspect of 
this affair might force Germany to have 
recourse to other measures. Tho Porte 
has sent a noto to tho Khedive respecting 
the article of slave trado convention with 
England giving tho latter tho right to 
soared). Tho Porto contests tho Khedive's 
authority to grant such privilege, particu- 
larly in Ottoman waters, and tho Red 
Sea. 

Layard, British representative, has re- 
ceived a firman from the Sultan authoriz- 
ing excavations at Niuovoh. 

London, Sept. 10 — Tho Daily News 
correspondent with the army of tho Cznro- 
witch at Banitzka, a few miles off Biela, 
undor dato of Friday evening, describes 
tho Turkish occupation of Ablova, W«d- 
nerday, the gallant attack of tho Russians 
undor Gen. Limevfijoff and tho retreat of 
tho Turks across tho Lorn aud tho ro-oc- 
oupation of Ablova by tho Russians with a 
loss of 1000 men to tho latter. There was 
an armistice on Thurdday for tho burial of 
tho dead. Russians and Turks fraterniz- 
ed heartily whenever thoy mot. During 
tho armistice they shook hands, exchang- 
ed broad, bartered trinkets for tobacco and 
for tho first time sineo tho war came togo- 
ther like civilized people. In tbo ovoning 
after tho termination of tho armistice tho 
Russians evacuated Ablova, finding it use- 
less to hold it longer. This p. m. tbo 
wholo division reached Dauoboka, whero 
thoy bivouac together with a large part of 
tho 35th division retreating from Sovova 
and Patoinar. 

Tho Daily News correspondent undor 
dato Biela, Saturday noon, says wo broke 
up camp at Danebeka at sunrise this morn- 
ing and marched direct to Biela in tho 
hope of being nblo to roach Guigevo by 
Biela, Rustohuk road and Pyrgos ferry. I 
rodo among the lino of outposts down 
tho v.-ilioy of banitzka Lom to Buzovaand 
found tho town deserted except by a few 
Cossacks who reported that tho Turks had 
taken Damoglia, part of tho road and oc- 
cupied Pyrgos, breaking up ferry commu- 
nications. Turning back to Biela to make 
tho trip by way of Simnitza I found con- 
firmation of this unwelcome tidings and 
also tho fact that tho Czarowitch who has 
beon at Kopriboa, on Birrotzka Lom, 
whonco ho had retired from Kopaeo when 
it became impossible to hold Protomarks 
and GambrOVtt, was expected at Binlva 
this afternoon (Saturday.) Tho town is 
full of troops. Supply trains aro crossing 
the bridge. Some aro retiring as fnr as 
Pavola, Tho army of tbo Czarowitch will 
hold tho lino of tho Yantra near' Biela. 
Tho 13th corps apparently still holds its 
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position east of Tioruova; the 12th corps 
has retired across Biola and Rustohuk 
road holding Tersliuka aud Metolki. A 
camp at Torslinka has beon formed with- 
in tho past few days and is situated on a 
hill overlooking tho Danube.

Plevna. 

ViuvNA.Sept. 10— It has boon ascertain- 
ed that simultaneously with tho Kauarna 
massacre tho Russians committed atroci- 
ties in 11 villages of Eastern Bulgaria. 
In tho villago of Suejakin, inhabited by 
Greeks. 150 houses wero burned and 300 
inhabitants havo beon massacred. Ono 
hundred corpses havo boon discovered at 
Samaria. A letter says these facts aro 
Yorified by consuls. 

London — Tuesday — A correspondent at 
\ lenna says it is not what occurs in front 
so much as what occurs in tho rear of 
Plevna which will give the fight so much 
intorest. 

Paris, Sopt. 11.— Intelligence has been 
received here that tho Turkish iorcos on 
the frontier havo beon orderod to enter 
Sorvia immediately if sho takes part in 
tho war. 

A Vienna dispatch reports rumors that 
Osman Pasha was rotroating from Plev- 
na. There is, howevor, absolutely no 
trustworthy information ou this point 
from either side. 

Bucharest, Sept. 11.— All reinforce- 
ments passing hero aro being hurried to- 
wards Giurgovo to oross tho bridge nt 
Pyrgos. The first division of army corps 
bus taken that direction. 

London, Sept. 11.— Future movements 
of tho Montenegrin army arc uncertain. 
No definite plans havo beon decided upon. 

Reports in Belgrade that Germany is 
urging Sorvia to participate in tho war 
arc disoroditod in Vienna. 

A Schunila dispatch says there was se- 
vere fighting Thursday night on tho right 
of the Rasgard armyjlosses heavy on both 
sides. Tho Russians rotirod beyond the 
Upper Lom. Tho Rasgard army has pass- 
ed the Lom aud is now occupying Ablova. 
No reliable advicos of tho Kussian cap- 
ture of Plevna aro yot roceived. Dispat- 
ches giving details of heavy fighting on 
Saturday show that tuo Russians are 
gradually improving thoir positions cov- 
ering Plevna, but fail I o confirm tho story 
of Turkish defeat aud flight. A decisive 
assault was then contemplated for Sun- 
day. Tho capture of Nicsic is of much 
vahio to tho Russians because it deprives 
Turkey of her hold on Montenegro.
